Uecemrxr, 1896, contains the record of 2,815

Is acknowledged 
to be one of the most beautiful works 'of 
art in India. It is difficult to convey, by 
means of an engraving, any ides, ot this 
marvellous construction of' precious '* mar- 
bles and of glidings, ot mosaics and^f del- 
icate punting The marble frameworks 
of the windows which ornament this gate 
are the finest in all India. They are carved 
out. of single slabs of marble, and .are so 
delicately finished that at a short distance 
they resemble transparent muslin curtains. 
On passing through this:gateway, one finds 
one's self in, a courtyard surrounded by 
p*Ja\ces, each rich in mosaics and sculp- 
tures, in the centre of, which is a falryllke 
garden. In some ot these', palaces the walla 
are covered from the ceiling to the Boor 
with'inlaid work of polished stone, agates, 
turquoises and pieces of looking-glass ar 
•ranged in groups of flowers and arabesques, 
and the effect produced by a ray of sun- 
shine in these apartments is simply Inde- 
scribable. In others, the floors are of san- 
dal and other precious wood.. It is difficult 
to .conceive a more*romantlc:retreat;~and 
what.with the unbroken silence, the glor- 
ious view and the fairylike character of 
the palaces and kiosks, one has trouble to 
realize that one is not in dreamland.

Per- 
haps nowhere, in the Deccan has. nature 
been so quick In,benutifying the .worts of 
man.
